CAUGHT BY SURPRISE 

In other words, U.S. Intelligence was 


| caught by surprise by the rapid devel- 
| opment of Soviet air power as revealed 
| by the Moscow overflights. 


As the Presi- 
dent also implied, this was by no means 
the first time. U.S. Intelligence has con- 
sistently underestimated Soviet scientific- 
military capabilities, most notably in the 
Soviet atomic and thermo- 
nuclear bombs, but in other instances as 
well 

It just does not make sense, the 
skeptics maintain, to suppose’ that the 
Peussians are being rendered docile by a 
“greater position of strength than we 
have ever had before,” when Soviet 
scientific-military achievements have 
been so rapid that they have repeatedly 
caught U.S. Intelligence flat-footed 

It_makes_more sense,they .maiiitain, 
to suppose that precisely the opposite is 
true. After all, we know beyond ques- 
tion that the Soviets achieved their first 
their first thermonuclear 
bomb,-and.-their first heavy interconti- 
nental jet bomber, in less time than we 


required to produce the equivalent. In 
all three cases, we had a head start, so 
that we are—we hope—still ahead in 
nuclear stockpiling and about even in 
heavy jet bomber production. 

But we had no head start at all in one 
key field—missiles, on which the Soviets 
have been working feverishly since the 
war, The intercontinental ballistic mis- 
sile, against which there is no known 
defense at all, is the big prize in the race 
for air-atomic supremacy 

“Suppose,” one of the dissenters from 
the position-of-strength theory has said, 
“that the Russians knew for certain they 
would have enough IBMs to knock out 
our strategic air force, say by 1958. 
Wouldn't they want to be very sure that 
no war broke out before 1958?” 

This may be too simple and 
sinister an explanation of the 
seeming softness of the Soviets. But at 
least it provides a useful corrective to 
the happy notion that the United States 
and its allies have somehow suddenly 
achieved a position of unchallengeab'e 
strength A very good case could be 
made for the thesis that we were better 
off in 1949, the year when Louis Johnson 
was hacking away at our defenses, and 
Europe was totally undefended, than we 
are now od 
WEAKNESS IN ASIA : 

Since 1949 Communist China has 
emerged as a great imperialist power and 
the Western position in Asia has been 
perhaps fatally weakened. Europe still 
cannot be held against a really deter- 
mined Communist assault, and effective 
German rearmament, which would render 
Europe defensible, is still several years 
away. But, above all, the air-atomie 
equation has turned against us. 

The United States had only a few hun- 
dred medium-powered atomic bombs in 
1949, but they were enough to destroy 
all major Soviet tragets. This continent 
was invulnerable to Soviet attack. Now, 
according to the Administration’s own 
official estimates, the Soviets have an 
air defense well ahead of ours,a strategic 
air force rapidly catching up with ours, 
and a nuclear stockpile sufficient for 
Soviet strategic needs. S 

It is true that the signing of the Paris 
accords has given the Western Allies a 
new and very useful diplomatic bargain- 
ing counter: It is true that the Western 
Allies are reasonably united and econo- 
mically healthy. But if you think in hard 
jterms_of existing power,,it-.jsdiffieult--to 
go along with the Administration theory 
that our “position of-strength” ts-forcing- 
the Russians to seek a settlement. For 
strength, after all, is a relative thing, as 
those heavy jet bombers in the skies over 
Moscow should serve to remind us.

A Need For. Quick Action

ITH preparations for the projected 

Big Power conference under way on 
both sides of the Iron Curtain, there re- 

mains one item of unfinished business 
that should be finished as quickly as 
possible; and that is ratification of the 
Austrian independence treaty to permit 
| its being put into effect. 
| Austrian Chancellor Raab has already 
| urged speedy action, and an appeal is be- 
| ing readied in the Austrian Parliament 
to get this final step completed before 
the parliaments concerned adjourn for 

}the summer holidays. 

In this process of ratification the 

| United States could well take the lead. 
| Unlike the European Defense Commn- 
| nity, which consumed years before it 
was finally scuttled, and the London 
and Paris pacts, which took many months 
| before they were ratified, the Austrian 
treaty no longer involves any contro- 
versy whatsoever, and there is not the 
Slightest reason for delay except the 
convenience of the parliaments. 

Of the parliamentary bodies, the 
American Senate is in the ‘best position 
|'to take early action and set an ex- 
ample for others. It can set an ex- 
ample for the new British Parliament 
| that is to be elected, and it can set 
|an example. especially for the French 
| Parilament, which plans to recess for 
ta month after completing debate on the 
defense budget 
| There are vital reasons for speed. 
One is that Soviet acceptance of the 
Austrian treaty was one of President 
Eisenhower's conditions for his agree- 
ment to a Big Power conference in the 
first place, especially one “at the sum- 


mit.” This condition involves not merely 
the signing of the treaty but also its 
ratification and legal effectiveness. 

The Western Powers would only stul- 
tify themselves if, having obtained the 
Seviet signature, they were to partici- 
pate in the conference while the treaty 
was still merely a piece of paper instead 
of international law. And should they 
themselves delay ratification they would 
provide the Soviets with a splendid op- 
portunity for manoeuver. 

For the Soviets could either ratify 
the treaty themselve4 before the confer- 
ence and put the onus for any deiay in 
its application and the withdrawal of the 
occupation troops on the West, or, con- 
trariwise, they could use any Western 
delay in ratification as a pretext for de- 
laying it themselves and using the treaty 
once more as a pawn for bargatting 
atthe conference ‘itself. 

All these possibilities must be avoided, 
and ff the danger of Western delay be- 
comes acute the United States, after 
completing. ratification itself, would be 
justified in serving notice that there 
can be no Big Power conference till 
ratification has been completed by all’

Thinking about these things—and con- 
trasting them with the calumnies heaped on 
the U.S. by her enemies abroad it might 
serve us well to recall these few facts about 
our great neighbors 

First, that the U.S, was born in a war 
for freedom; 

Second, that its Declaration of Indepen- 
dence captured the imagination and stirred 
the hopes of millions throughout the world; 

Third, that the United States has never 
attempted to extend its boundaries by force; 

Fourth, that no nation (as Sir Winston 
once observed) has been so lavish in its 
generosity to impoverished countries; 

Fifth that the U.S. has opened wide 
its doofs to immigrants, thus permitting 
“the American dream” of prosperity and suc- 
cess to be achieved by millions who arrived 
with little more than the bundles on their 
backs; 

Sixth, that the U.S. has always fought in- 
tolerance and discrimination, and insisted on 
freedom of worship; 

And finally that, when world leadership 
was suddenly thrust upon her shoulders, the 
United States set sbout resolutely to defend 
the ideals—not only of its own community— 
but of the corporate body of free society.

Rocky Marciano did it again to Don Cockell on Wednes- 
on film, if you like; but he did it nevertheless 

And he will continue to do it—as long as the film is shown 
and, more to the point, if they ever meet again 

At least that's our opinion of the result of what went on 
at Kezar Stadium in San Francisco this past Monday night 
week And perhaps assuredly Cockell “deserves another 
chance,” as Jim Norris, the major domo of the IBC, is re- 
ported to have said—but not against Marciano—never. 

This shouldn’t happen—not again—the beating that Cockell 
took, and for which he received $65,000. Cockell earned that 
z dough, every penny of it. He earned it for 
his raw courage which thrilled millions. He 
earned it for doing the best he could, and 
giving that best untih the inevitable in the 
ninth round 

True; Marciano was rough 
the way he fights; and it’s the way a 
number of champions have fought. Not all, 
but more than a few. Maybe he fights that - 
way because after all aren't heavyweight 
champions supposed to be the toughest 
chunk of manhood in the world? For if this 
is what Marciano was attempting to prove 
against Cockell, he proved it all right, as his title of champion 
signifies. And who is there to dispute that right. He hasn't 
yet met his master in 45 professional bouts 

This was the Marciano who pummeled Cockell- 
tough brawler in every sense of the words. 


He Didn’t Need To Be Rough 


The fact that Rocky did foul Cockell—he putted him on 
more than one occasion; he hit him after the bell; he hit low, 
or so it, seemed to us; and he hit Cockell when Cockell was 
on the canvas—was not the contributing factor to Cockell's 
defeat 

Not that we condone Marciano for his tactics; 
Far from it. But that’s the way it-is apparently; 
pity. And Marciano probably knows no other way 

He didn’t need to be rough, or as the British writers put 
it, “dirty.” He didn’t; not against Cockell. 

Simply Marciano packed too many guns for the’ British 
challenger—last week when the fight took place, or next year. 
Cockell didn’t have the detence or the counter-attack to be 
a champion. He was that much worse than a champion who, 
in our humble opinion appeared as if he could be hit (al- 
though others far wiser in such matters have tried it—and re- 
gretted it).

West was more to be pitied than blamed for his 
opening lead in today's hand. “His partner had bid both 
black sults, and West had considerable strength in dia- 
monds, It looked as though South must be planning a 
cross-ruff, so West opened a trump 

South won the opening 
lead of the 10 of hearts 
with his jack He con 
tinued with a diamond to 
dummy’s ace and a low 
diamond towards his 
own hand. East saw 
that there was no ad- 
vantage in ruffing, so he 
discarded a club. 

South thereupon went 
up with the king of dia- 
monds and led another 
diamond, West took the 
| jack of diamonds and 
| led a spade. East took 
two top spades and 

shifted to: a-club. 

Declarer naturally 
| took the ace of clubs 

and then ruffed a dia 

mond in dummy with 
the ace of trumps. He could now return dummy’s last 
small trump and finesse the nine of hearts. This won, 
and South drew trumps with the king. The last dia- 
| mond was good, and declarer had his 10 tricks. 

South would have been defeated if West had timely 
lied a Space or a club. South would have to play the 
red suit by himself. If he ruffed a diamond with 
dummy’s ace of hearts, he would eventually lose a 
trump trick, afd if he ruffed a diamond with anything 
else. East would overruff, Either way, South would go 
down.
